work the coal mine, the debt would 
be insignificant beside the profit. There 


is a magnificent water power there be­ 
sides and the soil is the best for rais­ 


ing vegetables in the State. The hotel, 
barring mishaps, was to have been 
finished by July, but no lumber, no 
hotel, is the way

Cleveland has issued a 
proclamation calling upon all citizens 


of the United States to refrain 
from 
taking any part in the revolution now 
going on in the island of Cuba. Spain 
and the United States are at peace and 
consequently this government is bound 
to observe the neutrality laws and the 
conditions of the treaties between the 


two governments. 
The revolutionists, 
no matter how just their cause is. have 
not waged honorable warfare such as 
would entitle them to be recognized 
as beligerents. They have been carry­ 


ing on guerilla warefare. 
The leaders, 
however, have held out great induce­ 
ments to filibusters in the United 
States to furnish arms and 
amunition, 
and men to fight the soldiers of Spain 
allowing them in return for this all the 
plunder they can carry off. Several 
parties have fitted out and already 
many have landed in Cuba. 
These 
Same fiflibusters, in case they should 


get 
into trouble, 
would call loudly 
upon the streets the fact that they are 
citizens of this country and demand 
protection. 
A close watch will be 
maintained now for more people who 
are liable to flit over to Cuba, and if 
they are caught they will be severely 
punished.

Taking the whole number of persona 
engaged in all remunerative or gainful 
occupations, I find that in 1860 such 
persons constituted 36.10 per oent of the 
whole population. In 1870 this percent­ 
age had increased to 33.48, in 1880 to 
84.68, while in 1890 it was 86.81, an 
increase of more than 10 per oent, rela 
tively, in one generation, the period 
from 1860 to 1890. 
This, it should be 
borne in mind, is the percentage of the 
total number of persons engaged in 
gainful occupations of the total popula­ 
tion. 
If we examine now the percent­ 
age which this total number of persons 
engaged in all gainful occupations is of 
the persons 10 years of age and over, 
which is the truer comparison, we find 
that the increase has been as regular, 
but a little greater, for in 1860 it was 
86.73 and in 1890 47.96, an increase of 
over 11 per cent, relatively, in the 80 
years named. 
This fact alone, it seems 
to me, answers conclusively and defi­ 
nitely the question we are considering. If 
the total number of persons engaged in 
gainful occupations stood still relative 
to the population, the argument would 
not be so clearly carried, but with a 
constant and persistent increase in the 
relative proportions of this class of peo 
pie to the whole number of population 
and 
to the whole oumber 10 years of 
age and over, there can be no other an 
ewer than an affirmative one. 


These figures prove conclusively that 
we are not only making real progress 
toward a greater opportunity, but to­ 
ward a greater equality of opportunity 
in social and industrial life, and they 
completely kill all arguments made to 
prove that machinery, the influence of 
invention, displaces labor, so far as so­ 
ciety as a whole is concerned. It would 
be absurd to argue for a single moment 
that the introduction of machinery has 
not in many instances displaced indi­ 
viduals and reduced them not only to 
relative poverty but to pauperism. The 
answer cannot well be made to the in­ 
dividual, but the facts cited prove that 
so far as the whole body of the people 
is concerned there is no such displace­ 
ment, and a study of the expansive in­ 
fluence of maohinery and invention by 
the statistical method further proves the 
value of the argument 
The vast num­ 
ber 
of new openings, 
never 
before 
known, resulting from inventions, offers 
the- best proof in this direction, and it 
offers, too, proof that one line of oppor­ 
tunity will be abandoned when another 
of a more profitable nature opens.—Car­ 
roll JO. Wright in Forum.

Inroads of the Bern Canning- Alarm to Prop­ 
erty Owners at Orient Point. 


Long Island, which looks on the map 
like a big fish about to swallow New 
York city, is apparently being slowly 
swallowed by the ocean. Portions of its 
shores have disappeared beneath the 
waves, and now the northern fork of its 
huge tail is vanishing. About two miles 
of Orient point, that formed a sandy 
beach two years ago, is now under 15 
feet of water. 
The lighthouse on the 
point was six rods from the sea a few 
years ago. It has since been toppled over 
by the sea, and only a small part of the 
surrounding beach is visible. 


The bluffs on both the sound and the 
bay side of Orient point hpve been sink­ 
ing at the rate of about 10 or 13 feet a 
year. 
The same state of affairs is true 
of Montauk point, but there the bluffs 
jut 
up so abruptly and so high above 
the sea that the rising of the water is 
not so noticeable. 
A rise of a foot or 
two on the low shores near Peconio bay 
will submerge acres of land. 
Much of 
the threatened 
land on Orient point 
forms fertile farms, and the steady ad­ 
vance of the shore line is causing no 
small concern to the owners. The water 
has in several places found its way 
across a low spot on the point from the 
sound to the bay. 
The result will be to 
ultimately divide the peninsula into a 
series of small islands, similar to Plum, 
Little Gull and Great Gull islands, all 
of which were doubtless once a part of 
the mainland and were cut off by the 
rise of the sea. The village of Orient is 
situated in a particularly narrow and 
low portion of the peninsula, and the 
next serious inroad of the ocean will 
probably occur there. In that case 8,000 
acres of land and a village of 1,000 peo­ 
ple will have to be abandoned.—New 
York Sun. .

If Invited to a Smart Dinner, Dine Before 


T o * Go— B o w D t a o e n a a d Banquets ef 


Fabulous Cost Are Got Up and Served by 


Caterers. 


An American author and musician 
told a queer little story the other day 
that ran like this: 


"Went to the opera; sat in a box 
with two ladies and three men ; social 
leaders; very swell; felt out of place; 
heard nothing but talk and chatter* 
missed all the singing and musio; after 
the opera, supper at the Waldorf; ex­ 
pected that, of course; went prepared— 
very hungry; all the dainties of the sea­ 
son on the table, but nobody ate; wine 
in abundance, all drinking; more talk 
and 
gossip; wouldn't eat alone, so 
starved; not polite to eat nowadays, 
I'm told; proper to mince along, taste 
a morsel and talk; don't like it; no 
more fashionable suppers for me I " 


Another man, an habitual diner out, 
remarked: 


'' I invariably eat my dinner at home 
before going out to dine. Nobody thinks 
of eating at a public dinner nowadays. 
It is the height of ill breeding I At pri­ 
vate dinners with ladies he who eats 
is voted a bore. 
He must sip and taste 
and 
talk; that's all that is expected of 
him. 
If I didn't eat at home I'd starve 
to death. " 


Perhaps something in recent years 
has altered the belief that tho nearest 
way to a man's heart is down his throat 
Hosts used to feed their guests to put 
them in good humor, to make their vis- 
1 


its agreeable. 
Everybody at the table 
ate and drank and all went merrily. 


Better dinners than those provided 
today the world never saw, but tbey are 
not eaten. 
New York dinners are supe­ 
rior in many respects to those of any 
other city in the world. The people have 
money and are willing to pay for the 
best the market affords, and there is no 
doubt that the New York market is un­ 
surpassed. 
There are more refinements, 
too, at an American entertainment than 
elsewhere, more variety. Still it is well 
to dine at your own table before going 
to the house of a fashionable friend. At 
the latter you are expected to entertain, 
not to partake of what is set before you. 
Leave that to the servants or to the ca­ 
terer. 
Rich folk used to have their own 
servants prepare the dinner when guests 
were expected, but nowadays every­ 
thing is left to the caterer. 
It is so 
much less trouble, you know. Why 
worry for days arranging a dinner for a 
dozen or two of one's friends when it 
can be better done by the caterer? We 
have plenty of caterers. 
Some 
have 
grown rich and proud on the feasts and 
banquets given by the fashionable set 


When a millionaire wants to give a 
dinner he sends for his favorite, tells 
him the number of guests expected, ad­ 
vances a few ideas on the general style 
of the entertainment, names the day 
and hour, and says, " I leave everything 
to yon. " 
The menu is submitted, and, 
if satisfactory, both as to price and dish- 
, the preparation goes on. 
The entire dinner is prepared at the 
establishment 
of the caterer, 
after 
which, on the day appointed, it is care­ 
fully packed in hampers and boxes and 
oonveyed to the house where it is to be 
eaten. 
Most private houses are fitted 
with excellent ranges, and on them the 
caterer's chefs do the cooking. Positive­ 
ly nothing is left to the home cook. 


The caterer takes entire charge of the 
kitchen. He could not be responsible for 
the dinner otherwise. 
The dining room 
also is turned over to him, for the din­ 
ner itself is scarcely more important 
than the arrangement of the table or ta­ 
bles. 


Certain unwritten rules are followed 
in this respect When there are less than 
30 persons they are usually seated at 
one large table, rectangular or round; 
but when that number is exceeded it is 
the custom to use small tables, as they 
can be better served. 
Six persons to a 
table is the rule. 
The expansion of so­ 
ciety in New York in the last 13 years 
has been very great, and the size of the 
private dinner has increased enormously. 
It used tq be considered a big thing to 
have 10 or 13 guests, but now it is com­ 
mon enough to have from 20 to 80. 
Where receptions a few years ago num- j 
bered from 800 to 400 guests, they now 1 
number from 600 to 1,000. 
j 


The cost of a dinner depends oh the 
wines and flowers. An excellent dinner 
can be served for, say, 30 persons at $10 
a plate, the flowers will cost about $15 ; 
and the wines from $4 to $10 a head, j 
At Mrs. Astor's famous ball, in the win­ 
ter of 1889-90, the finest entertainment 
she ever gave, the wines on the supper 
table were very select 
Her Steinberger 
Cabinet cost $15 a bottla 


The dinner to Charles O'Conor was 
one of the finest ever given in this city. 
It was managed by Sam Ward and cost 
over $50 a plate. 
The menus alone cost 
$6 apiece. 
The decorations were most 
elaborate, the tables being literally cov­ 
ered with rare flowers. 
The wines were 
the ooetUest that could be t a d 
Some of 
Bam 
Ward's 
priceless Madeira was 
handed around. The guests numbered 50. 


The dinner to President Andrew John- 
son on the occasion of his visit to New 
York, in 1806, cost $100 a plate. Leland 
Stanford's dinner to Mrs. Grant, about 
five years ago, caused a great deal of 
talk all over the country. 
It was be­ 
lieved that the 18 guests ate from plates 
of gold and silver; that the tablecloth 
waa edged with point duchess lace; 
that under each wineglass there was a 
napkin 6* the same costly fabric, and 
under each finger bawl a Japanese mat 
that cost $50, and that the terrapin 
were served in individual silver tureens. 
—New York Press.

Every mail inhabitant of the Slate, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the lirst M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


S B C . 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every |>erson liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seiiure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person/' 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to Rive his own name or the 
name of any iwrson in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons tinder twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.
